No one has ever been baptized 
with the Holy Ghost and fire as 
they were on the day of Pente- 
cost without speaking with other 
tongues as the Spirit gave the 
utterance. This peculiar ‘mani- 
festation of the Spirit is the evi- 
dence or sign of His coming into 
His temple to abide. 


We do not say that people do 
not get happy and shout and re- 
joice and feel the overflowing 
presence of God without the 
tongues, for they do very often. 
Many have been | mistaken in 
claiming they were baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, simply 
because they were happy and 
felt so free and good. They 
were honest, but people can 
be honest and still be mistaken 
sometimes. But that is one thing 
we want to do when it is possible 
—correct mistakes 

The disciples that followed Je- 
sus out to Bethany after His 
resurrection got such a blessing 
that they were filled with great 
joy, (Luke 24:52), but not one of 
them claimed they had the Holy 
Ghost until after they had tall:ed 
in tongues. They were so full 
of.joy that they were continually 


-praising and blessing God for 


several days. 


People are not ready to tarry 
for the Holy Ghost until they 
are full of joy because their sins 
are forgiven and the blood has 
rolled over their soul in sanctify- 
ing power. Sanctification is a 
wonderful experience, but that 
is not the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. The Holy Ghost is a wit- 
ness to the fact that one is sanc- 
tified (Heb. 10:10—15), but that 
is not the baptism. 


People often ask where and 
when the disciples were sancti- 
fied, but the answer cannot he 
given positively. There 1s strong 
evidence of it being done out at 
Bethany, but the Book does not 
say 1t in so many words. How- 
ever, no one has any ground for 
saying they were not sanctified 
there and then. And there 1s 
more evidence that they were 
sanctified there than that they 
were not. 


But they did not talk in tongues 
until about ten days later. It 
was not until the sound of the 
rushing mighty wind and the 
Holy Ghost came upon them that 
they talked in tongues. (Acts 
2:4.) But when they did really 
get at it, it created quite a sen- 
sation. When it was noised 
abroad over the city that one 
hundred and twenty men and 
women were talking with other 
tongues the multitudes of people 
that were then in the city from 
many places in the world came 
together and were amazed and 
confounded. 

That was something they had 
never seen or heard of before. 
No wonder they were aimazed. 
Such a demonstration is enough 
to amaze anybody. Multitudes 
are amazed in these days, for 
thousands of men and women are 
talking in tongues under the 
power of the Spirit just like they 
did then, and no wonder, for we 


have the promise as well as they © 
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“For the promise is unto you,’’ 
said Peter on that wonderful day, 


“ ‘ 
dnd to your children, and to all in tongues for a year, or six| 


that are afar off, even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call,’’ 
(Acts 2:30.) We are either the 
children, those afar off, or some 
of the many thatthe Lord has 
called. 


But we hear of some that have 
been baptized with the Holy 
ahost and talked in tongues as 
the Spirit gave the utterance as 
the evidence of the baptism who 
have never talked in tongues any 
more. But what if you have 
not? Do you want to, or do you 
want to go on through life with- 
out that great delight any more? 
I do not hesitate to declare that 
it is your privilege to talk 
in tongues again whether you do 
or not. 

There is no place in the Bible 
that shows you have to talk in 
tongues any more, neither does 
it say you do not. But some one 
may call to mind a certain verse 
that shows that tongues shall 
cease. (1 Oor. 13:8.) I admit 
there is such a passage, but that 
is couched with some other things 
that have not yet departed so it 
does not apply now to say the 
least. 

Yes, tongues shall cease, but 
that will be at a time when pro- 
phecies shall fail, and when 
knowledge shall vanish away. 
Is that right? Is that the way 
your Bible reads? Of course no 
one will deny it that will read 
1 Oor. 18:8. Then since know!- 
edge 1s not gone, tongues should 
not cease, and I am not in 
favor of letting the people rest 
easy without talking in tongues 
occasionally. 


A few years ago, in one of the 
camp meetings, a brother came 
to me and said that he had never 
spoken in tongues since the day 
he was baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. He desired to know if 
he should be content with such 
an experience. 1 told him it 
would not satisfy me - 1 also ex- 
pressed my belief to him that 
the same earnest consecration 
and yielding to God that gave 
him the first experience would 
surely give him another similar 
experience. I .encouraged him 
the best I could to not let the 
meeting close without talkiog in 
tongues again by the power of 
the Spirit. He took me at my 
word, followed my advice, and | 
think it was at the very next 
service he came to the altar and 
received a wonderful experience 
and talked in. tongues a long 
time. 


I fear many people are doing 
without the wonderful blessings 
God has in store for them a 
because they fail to keep close 
beside the Savior. It is evident 
that the-same consecration, the 
same yieldedness, the same earn- 
estpess that they manifested 
when they were baptized with 
the Holy Ghost will are them 
a like experie ce.

Paul says to talk in tongues 
edifies oneself, (1 Oor. 14:4.) 
Then if you do not talk in 
tongues occasionally you are 
without this special kind of edi- 
fication that God has provided 
for your good. And if you fvil 
to get this special benefit there 
is danger of you losing the vic- 
tory, joy and glory, and falling 
to a plain beneath where you 
ought to dwell, even if you do 
not fall away entirely. 


We want every member of the 
great Uhurch of God to live up 
to the very highest attainments 
marked out by the Bible. Great

After another short interval of| 
careful consideration I wrote the 
company that I was in need of a 
machine and I had decided to pur 
chase an Intertype model when 
I did purchase, but I hardly felt 
able to make the purchase yet, 
but if they desired to send their 
man I would be pleased to talk 
with him, get their prices and 
terms and at least treat him with 
due courtesy.

In December of 1918 while 
the influenza was working its 
horrors among us, ® young 
soldier received a telegram to 
meet his very sick brother at 
Paris, Texas. He had given up 
tis elder brother only a few 
days prior, and he was very sad 
hearted and almost despairing. 

He met his brother at the 
Frisco station and carried him 
to the sanitarium. There Heury 
watched and waitéd for death to 
claim his only brother. After 
hours of continued anxiety, the 
young man walked out a few 
minutes for recreation. He 
strolled around fora little while, 
and suddenly he found himsel' 
in front of a tabernacle—the 
Ohurch of God where Ohristmas 
services were being held The 
soldier heard praises to God in 
song floating upon the air. God’s 
gentle voice spoke to him and 
told him to go in. There he heard 
God’s people praising God and 
praying. Seeing these people on 
fire for God impressed this sad 
hearted boy very much. 

Very soon the service came to 
a close and the dear pastor 
directed by God went to the 
rear of the tabernacle and spoke 
to this boy and handed him a 
tract. The young man then 
hastened back to the sanitarium 
to find his brother improved 
enough that he could tell him of 
the service to which he had 
been. 

On the morning of December 
26th he received a message to 
return to camp at once. That 
nighthe went again to the ser- 
vice at the tabernacle. At the 
beginning of the service there 
was singing, prayers were offered 
up and many had testified of 
God’s goodness. Then the pastor 
Look his place in the pulpit ready 
to give out the message, but al! 
atonce his heart was melted 
with love, aud his eyes were 
running over with tears. 

At this moment our subject, 
the suldier boy, quietly arose to 
leave. The pastor saw him and 
he cried *‘ Young man, let me tell 
you good bye, God bless you,” 
then he said “Saints, come and 
bid this young man good bye.’’ 
(God’s soldiers are ever alert.) 
One dear motherly saintasked 
**Will you let us pray for you?’’ 
At that the young man knelt at 
the altar, and therein a most 
wonderful way, he found God. 
He stayed atthe altar on one 
knee for hours then. he fell 
vackward and lay there talking 
aud seving wod’s mysteries until 
4:55 the next morning. He came 
to himself unly a few hours before 
his train left. When he aroused 
he said **L feel better,’ then he 
kissed the pastor and three other 
brothers with tears in his eyes 
which had not ceased to How for 
six hours ‘Then he bade the 
saints good-by and departed. 

Six weeks later oneof the 
saints was called to Waco, Texas 
where the Army Oamp was 
located at which this soldier was 
stationed. He was in the base 
hospital laboratory. While con- 
versiug with him the conversat- 
ion was something like this, 
‘*How are you with the Lord?”’ 
‘Just fine, oh, 1 tell you God 
certainly can Keep a fellow from 
every thing. | never could staud 
to be imp»sed upon, butl have 
not been mad since | have been 
back, and since | gave myself to 
God. I feel strange about work- 
ing in the laboratory and | am 
praying God to deliver me from 
there. They call me holy, holy 
laboratory, holy medicine it sure 
is good, but | just smile.’’ 
“How did they know that you 
were holy? Have they seen you 
read or pray?” 

This answer came back with 
vim; **Why, I tell the boys, and 
when the cross wasin the moon 
last Thursday night the shadow 
went through rooms and halis 
and some of the boys were ex- 
cited and 1 told them that that 
was one of the signs in the heav- 





jens that would be seen iv the last 


days, and | preached to them.” 

A few days passed and thissaint 
of God again met him, and be 
was radiant with victory. He 
said ‘*God has delivered me from 
the laboratory. [ am now wash- 
ing bottles.’’ 

Six weeks later, on March 4th 
he was honorably discharged. On 
the morning of: the 6th he was 
again in the tabernacle at Paris, 
l'exas. He was infolded in that 
big pastor’s arms and telling him 
of how God had kept bim and 
that he wanted the Holy Ghost 
baptism and wanted to join the 
Ohurch.
